Sfcrfe Supreme Courf defines obscenity 


MADISON. Wit. (AP) -Hoping to 


avert a ruling that Wisconsin's obscenity 
law is unconstitutional, the state 
Supreme Court Monday defined 
obscenity in efforts to put state statutes 
in compliance' with recent federal 
decisions. 


The definition was seen as clearing the 


way for prosecution of some three dozen 
obscenity cases pending in Wisconsin 
courts since the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled last June that local community, 
rather than national, definitions of ob- 
scenity could apply in court < 


The state high court took the action 


while denying an attempt to restrain. 
Milwaukee County Circuit Court Judge 
Herbert J. Steffes from proceeding with 
trial of Joseph Chobot, a Milwaukee book 
store operator charged last year with 
selling obscene pictures to a police of* 
fleer. 
The state Supreme Court said it al- 


ways has measured obscenity by 
whether a work appeals on the whole to 
prurient interest in sex and whether it 
had a serious literary, artistic, political 
or scientific merit. 
The high court said Wisconsin law 


must comply with the U.S. Supreme 
Court's narrowing of the definition of 
obscenity to matter that depicts or 
describes sexual conduct. 


The state high court defined obscenity 


by defining sexual conduct, which it said 
is in compliance with the U. S. Supreme 
Court's decision. 
In contrast to previous obscenity 
rulings, the state high court defined 
sexual conduct for local application in 
circuit courts. 
"We conclude this court has the power 


and duty to define obscenity in terms of 


minimum standards to save the stat- 
ute," the state justices said. 


"If the Legislature of Wisconsin 
desires to modify or add to such definit- 
ion, it certainly has the power to do so." 
they sad. 


"We, therefore, construe the word 
'obscene'...to mean works which depict 
or describe sexual-conduct, which taken 
as a whole appeal to the prurient interest 
in sex, which taken as a whole portray 
sexual conduct in a patently offensive 
way, and which taken as a whole do not 
have serious literary, artistic, political 
or scientific value." 
• 


However, the justices sidestepped 


saying whether they wanted local or 
statewide standards used to determine 
violation of obscenity law. 


Chief Justice E. Harold Hallows dis- 


sented in part, contending the court 
should hold that the lower court must 
apply a statewide standard. 


"Community standards must be 


statewide," Hallows said. "Should 
something be determined not obscene in 
Milwaukee and yet be obscene in Pepin 
County?" 


Hallows said the court's majority, "by 


not reaching this question and so stating, 
leaves the impression that perhaps local 
standards are justified. This approach 
not only furnishes no guidance but in- 
vites appeals." 


He said if Wisconsin has no statewide 


standard, the state obscenity statute is 
"emasculated." 


Chobot argued the state law is uncon- 


stitutionally vague in view of the June 
U.S. High Court ruling. However, the 
state high court said changes ordered in 
the June decision were not substantial in 
view of the state court's previous ob- 
scenity decisions. 
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Past-Crescent 
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toilet paper is predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court voted 6 to 3 today to give police 
blanket authority to conduct a complete 
search of anyone they arrest lawfully. 


The decision represented a victory for 


advocates of greater police latitude and 
brought a sharp dissent f romthe court's 
three liberal members. 
" 


In one of two search cases decided 


today, the Supreme Court overturned a 
ruling by the U.S. Circuit Court here 
which had told police they were only 
entitled to a "pat down" search when 
they arrested a District of Columbia man 
on an outstanding traffic warrant. 


In searching the man, police turned up 


a cigarette package with heroin capsules 
in it. 
Under the Circuit Court ruling the 


heroin could not be used as evidence 
because the search exceeded constitu- 
tional limits. Under today's Supreme 
court ruling the heroin can be used as 
evidence. 
"It is the fact of the lawful arrest 


which establishes the authority to 
search," wrote Justice William H. 
Rehnquist for the majority. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall wrote in a 


lengthy dissent in which he said that the 
court had retreated from long-held 
principles by holding that the fact of the 
arrest "always establishes the authority 
to conduct a full search of the arrestee's 
person..." 


He was joined.in dissent by Justices 


William 0. Douglas and William J. 
Brennan. 
"The majority's approach represents 


a clear and marked departure from our 
long tradition of case-by-case adjudica- 
tion of the reasonableness of searches 
and seizures under the Fourth Amend- 
ment," Marshall said. 


Addressing the specifics of the case, 


Rehnquist said that the police officer, 
"having in the course of a lawful search 
came upon the crumpled package of 
cigarettes ... was entitled to inspect it; 
and when his inspection revealed the 
heroin capsules, he was entitled to seize 
them ..." 


District of Columbia police regula- 


tions called for the kind of thorough body 
search that was made because the sus- 
pect was to be taken into custody. 


The Supreme Court also ruled 6 to 3 to. 


uphold a police search in a companion 
case from Florida.

In that case, marijuana cigarettes 


were found on a college student arrested 
for failure to have a driver's license. 


The court's majority said that the 


search was valid even though police 
regulations in this case did not require 
a full search or that the suspect be taken 
into custody. 


Probe of Nixon 
tax broadening 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The congres- 


sional review of President Nixon's tax 
returns and deductions shows signs of 
broadening before it has really begun. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., vice 


chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation, said Monday 
he expects the committee to go beyond 
the two areas Nixon designated for 
special attention when he asked for the 
review. 
"We probably will conduct a complete 


audit on the President's tax returns, as 
has been customary whenever we look at 
other individuals' tax returns," Long 
said. 
He predicted the audit would take a 


month or more and said he would not 
prejudge the findings, but he added they 
would be made public —"I do not believe 
we will want to keep anything con- 
fidential." 
Rockefeller 
to resign 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) -Gov. Nelson A. 


Rockefeller announced today he was 
resigning effective next Tuesday and 
would not seek a fifth term as governor 
of New York. 
* 


The 65-year-old governor said he 


would devote his time to two national 
commissions. 


He said he had concluded after careful 


consideration that he could perform "a 
greater public service to the people of 
New York State and the nation" by 
devoting himself to the two bipartisan 
groups, the Commission for-Critical 
Choices for Americans and the National 
Commission on Water Quality. 


The two controversial issues Nixon 


designated for special study were 
whether he was entitled to the $576,000 
deduction he took for giving his vice 
presidential papers to the National • 
Archives and whether he made a taxable 
capital gain of $117,000 on the 1970 sale 
of part of his San Clemente, Calif., es- 
tate. 


Largely because of the deduction for 


the papers, Nixon, after paying $72,682 in 
federal income tax for 1969, paid $792 for 
1970, $878 for 1971 and $4,298 for 1972. 


Long said the committee will meet 


Wednesday with its staff to chart the 
inquiry. It has not been decided whether 
to hold hearings, he said. 


Focusing on another aspect of Nixon's 


weekend disclosure of his tax affairs, 
that he had paid no state income tax, 
House Democratic leaders used a news 
conference to tell reporters they 
regularly paid tax to their home states. 


Speaker Carl Albert volunteered that 


he is paying $875 a quarter to Oklahoma 
on his estimate of 1972 tax liability; 
Majority Leader Thomas P. O'Neill said 
he is paying Massachusetts about $2,000 
a year and Whip John J. McFall said his 
quarterly payment to California is more 
than $600. 
Nixon's statement said he had been 


advised that he was not liable for 
California state tax on income earned 
outside the state. 
However, a formal contest of Nixon's 


tax status in California was expected at 
a meeting today of the State Franchise 
Tax Board. 


William M. Bennett, a Democrat, has 


asked the board to determine whether 
the President had met any California 
income tax obligation he might have. 


Bennett contends that since Nixon 


votes and owns property in California he 
should pay state income taxes.

Some bright spots in energy picture

Don't turn the thermostat' back up or 


all the lights back on. But a few bright 
spots have pierced the darkness of the 
energy crisis. 


The stock market continued its up- 


ward surge Monday, a research firm 
said the Arab oil embargo wouldn't be as 
severe as expected, and an Arab oil 
minister said conditions for ending ,the 
embargo have changed. 


The Petroleum Industry Research 


Foundation, Inc., said Monday the U.S. 
fuel shortage will be a little less severe 
the first three months of 1974 than the 
government had thought. 
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The firm estimated the country's oil 


shortage at up to 2.8' million barrels a 
day. The government's figure is 3.5 
million barrels a day. Daily U.S. oil 
consumption is estimated at 17 million 
barrels. 


One source said the government's es- 


timate appeared to have been based on 
the worst possible supply and weather 
predictions. 


The stock market surged .upward for 


the third straight session Monday. 
Analysts said investors turned away 
from the energy crisis and returned to 
the business of buying stocks. They said 
the absence of bad news from the Middle 
East contributed to the advance. 


And, Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Sheik 


Ahmed Zaki al Yamani said in 
Washington that the Arab oil embargo 
could end early next month if Israel 
promises to withdraw from occupied 
Arab territory. 


He said the embargo was "originally 


linked to the complete withdrawal of 
Israel." But he said Arab oil producing 
nations will now lift the embargo when 
Israel agrees to withdraw from occupied 


lands and the United States guarantees, 
the withdrawal. 


"Then the embargo can be lifted im- 


mediately, perhaps during the first 
period of the Geneva peace conference, 
perhaps early in January. It is now up to 
Israel," he said. 


The Congress, meanwhile, took steps 


to cope with the crisis. 


The Senate passed a bill requiring the 


labeling of cars and major household 
appliances as to their energy consump- 
tion. The measure also requires federal 
agencies to consider the energy shortage 
in developing policies and programs, 
and it sets aside research money to 
develop auto engines which use less 
gasoline. 


Senate and House conferees agreed on 


a bill putting the nation on year-round 
daylight saving time. The bill would 
require national time to be set ahead one 
hour on the fourth Sunday after enact- 
ment. The country would remain on DST 
through October 1975. The White House 
estimates the DST move would cut 
electricty and heating demands as much 
as three per cent. 


There was also discouraging news 


from a consumer point of view: 


-A consumer group said home heating 


oil prices have risen 44 per cent since 
last winter in the Boston area. The group 
said the prices will go up nearly that 
much again before this winter ends 
Average price of a gallon of home heat- 
ing oil was 30 26 cents last week. 


-Gasoline retailers meeting in Miami 


said gasoline shortages are squeezing 
their profits They want Phase 4 price 
controls lifted so they can raise prices by 
at least one to three cents a gallon. 


-The Internal Revenue Service said 


about one-fourth of truck stops checked 
in recent days were found in violation of 
government price restrictions in diesel 
sales to truckers The IRS said it found 
224 violations m checks at 833 truck 
stops, a figure it described as an "ab- 
normally high violation rate." 


-Oil Daily, an industry publication, 


said last week's average retail price of 
regular brand gasoline, exclusive of 
taxes, was 29.23 cents per gallon, com- 
pared with 28.96 cents per gallon a week 
earlier and 24.45 cents a year ago. 


8/g jump expected in auto prices 


DETROIT (AP) —The auto industry is 


free of government price controls, and 
the buying public will feel the impact 
almost immediately. 


The average new car will soon cost an 


additional $150 or more. 


S. 


The Cost of Living Council Monday 


exempted the auto industry from both 
wage and price restrictions. The move 
came just days after the United Auto 
Workers union completed negotiations 
on new contracts with the Big Three auto 
makers. 


It was the biggest mdve yet in the 


council's effort to step up the process of 
moving the economy away from con- 
trols. The exemption from controls 
applies only to auto, truck and bus 
production. It does not extend to other 
items produced by the auto makers, 
such M appliances. 


None of the auto makers offered new 


price lists Monday, but Ford said it 
would boost prices Oh any car or truck 
ordered after today. 


General Motors, Chrysler, and 


American Motors are expected to an- 
nounce increases to take effect later this 
week. 


Before the council agreed to decontrol* 


the auto industry, it exacted commit- 
ments from Ford and GM to keep 
wholesale price increases for full-size 
and intermediate models within an 
average of $150 and not to raise 1974 
model prices again. There was no im- 
mediate indication what the wholesale 
boost would translate into in .price 
increases in dealer showrooms. 


AMC agreed to limit its wholesale 


price increases to an average $100, but a 
company spokesman said AMC dealers 
might be allowed to add on an additional 


$50 at the retail level. 


In addition, Ford, GM and AMC 


agreed not to raise retail prices on 
compacts and subcompacts more than 
$150. 


Chrysler refused to make any com- 


mitment, but the council director, John 
T. Dunlop, a/id Chrysler Chairman Lynn 
Townsend both said the realities of 
competition would work to keep 
Chrysler in line with Ford and GM. 


Dunlop also said he did not think it 


would be "appropriate to single them 
out" by exempting Chrysler from the 
decontrol order. 


It will be the second round of 1974 


model increases for the industry. Sep- 
tember increases, covering federally 
mandated safety and emission equip- 
ment, were weighted heavily onto com- 
pact and subcompact prices by some 
manufacturers, notably GM.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) - State agen- 


cies should consider relaxing various 
restrictions to cope with the energy 
shortage "as long as the changes don't 
endanger human health," an Assembly 
committee was told Monday. 


Donald Wilkinson, state agriculture 


secretary, cited as an example that his 
department would explore the pos- 
sibility of not having meat inspectors at 
processing plants for the entire slaugh- 
tering process. 


Relaxation of inspection rules would 


allow processing plants to "work 24 to 48 
hours straight," Wilkinson said. He told- 
the Assembly Commerce and Consumer 
Affairs Committee the plants then could 
save energy by shutting down for a time. 


He also suggested urging the federal 


government to allocate fuels on the basis 
of current supply and need instead of 
trying to compare current need with fuel 
usage in a. previous year. 


Wilkinson asked that food producers 


be given a high fuel priority because food 
is perishable. Lack of fuel could lead to 
even higher food prices, he said. 


Wilkinson denied his agency was lax in 


trying to get information on fuel supplies

Combine surfaces for 
most workable kitchen 


> 
If the time has come for a full or 


I partial face lifting of your kitchen, make 


the most of available counter space by 
choosing surfaces which will work for 


; you where you need them. Since there is 


• no "miracle surface" that is all things 
to all kitchens, the clever decorator 
strategically combines a variety of sur- 
face materials and the result is an 
efficient, workable counter space with 
long-life and ease of care. The secret is 
to match the task, the kitchen location 
and the right countertop material. Since 
there are numerous types of countertop 
.surfaces on the market, choices will 
depend on personal taste, kitchen decor 
and budget. The Soap and Detergent 
Association points out that considera- 
tion should also be given to the func- 
tional aspects such as resistance to heat, 
moisture, knife cuts, scratching, stain- 
ing, fading and cleanability. 


The largest portion of counter space is 


for a general work area, so select this 
covering first. Laminated plastics are 
one of the most popular choices for this 
purpose. They come in a variety of 
colors, patterns, textures and are mois- 
ture resistant and easily cleaned with a 
cloth wrung from a detergent solution. 
The laminates provide a quiet surface 
for food preparation and are resistant to 
grease spattering but not to knife cuts or 
;hot pans. 
• Similar in characteristics to the 
'laminates, vinyl plastics provide an 
even more resilient surface. But like the 
laminates, they will not withstand high 
temperatures and cutting. 


Linoleum is a third choice, being less 


expensive than the plastics. Quiet and 
resilient, this surface is not as durable 
: since water is absorbed by it and exces- 
sive moisture over a period of time will 
'Cause mildew and rot. Linoleum does 
not ward off stains as easily and 
requires more care than the plastics. 


Now consider those special areas of 


the kitchen which demand unique 
characteristics in surface coverings. 


Ceramic tiles, especially the glazed 


'variety, make an excellent "hot pad" 
surface near the range to receive hot 


pots and pans. Knife cuts usually are 
impervious but the tiles dull blade edges 
and are not the best-cutting surface. 
Easily wipeable with detergent or a tile 
cleaner, tiles are durable and resist 
most stains. The grout between them, 
however, requires periodic bleaching. 
To do this, wash the grout thoroughly 
with Then sudsy water, wipe with a 
solution of three-quarters cup liquid 
chlorine bleach to a gallon of warm 
water. Keep wet with this solution for 
five minutes, if possible. Rinse and dry. 


Newly-developed ceramic glass is an 


excellent choice for a rangeside cover- 
ing since it not only resists heat but also 
can be used as a cutting surface and 
pastry board. The surface is smooth, 
sheds water and stains and wipes clean 
with detergent. Ceramic glass is availa- 
ble built-in or as pre-cut boards to use on 
a countertop. 


The favorite place to cut up for many 


cooks "is the "old chopping block," 
which can be installed a"ny place where 
slicing or chopping is likely to take 
place. The wooden blocks are not com- 
patible with heat or prolonged moisture. 
Since wood is porous, it should be kept 
scrupulously clean, scouring with a stiff 
brush after every use and a periodic 
bleaching to remove stains. To bleach, 
use a mixture of three-quarters cup 
liquid chlorine bleach to each gallon of 
warm water. Rinse and dry. Keep wet 
wit the bleach solution if stubborn stains 
persist. A coat of salad or mineral oil 
will help restore the rich look of wood. 


The king of the commercial kitchen, 


stainless steel, is right at home in a 
household kitchen, particularly in the 
areas around the sink. Although more 
expensive 
than other 
materials, 


stainless is durable, moisture proof, 
heat resistant and will not chip, crack or 
break. It is not resilient nor a good 
cutting surface. Stainless cleans with a 
detergent solution, followed by drying to 
prevent water marks.

Speaker calls for unity of mankind

Dr. H. Elsie Austin's message Sun- 


day afternoon was one urging unity. 


Speaking before aya residents at the 


Conway Motor Inn, Dr.. Austin, ap- 
pearing under the sponsorship of the 
Appleton Baha'i community, presented 
a hopeful picture of the world com- 
munity —one she knows well. 
For the major part of a 10 - year 


stint in Africa, she served as foreign 
service officer with attache status 
working with the cultural and educa- 
tional programs sponsored by the U.S. 
Information Agency in African coun- 
tries. 
Prior to her career as a foreign 


service officer and diplomat, Dr. Aus- 
tin had a successful legal career. 


She was among the top women 


lawyers serving with federal govern- 
ment agencies;- having worked as a 
senior attorney with the OEM, and an 
attorney adviser with the General 
Counsel's Office of the National Labor 
Relations Board in Washington, D.C. 


Her background includes a number 


of firsts. 


She was the first black woman 


graduate of the College of Law of the 
University of Cincinnati. She also was 
the first black woman to serve as As- 
sistant Attorney General of Ohio. 


A member of the Baha'i faith, Dr. 


Austin is a former member of the 
National Baha'i Assembly of the Unit- 
ed States and of one of the regional 
national assemblies of Africa. During 
the first World Crusade of the Baha'i 
faith, she served as one of its pioneers. 


Addressing herself to the topic, "The 


Hope for Justice in This Disintegrating 
Society," she took issue with the word 
"disintegrating" which to her indicat- 
ed ruin and destruction. 


Rather than the negative connota- 


tions, she focused on the positive as- 
pects of change. "Old myths are 
collapsing," 'stated 
Dr. 
Austin, 


"because no one has been able to prove 
their worth." 


She pointed to the new consciousness 


of people in today's society in their 
dealings and relationships with others. 
People are beginning to examine the 
factors involved in this chaos and 


change. They are beginnjpg to ques- 
tion. 
f. 


According to Dr. Austin, mankind in 


general is beginning to recognize that 
there are sources of power in the world 
greater than human power. They are 
reexamining a .belief in God and how 
this belief relates to progress. 


Questions being tossed about as a 


result of mankind's search for mean- 
ing include, "Is the moral chaos, the 
hostility in the family of man due to 
attitudes of ambition of power without 
taking into consideration the cost of 
human suffering. Could it not be 
greed," she queried of the apparent 
abuse of power. 
"How," she wondered, "are we to 


work for progress without coopera- 
tion?" 
Dr. Austin called the Baha'i faith "a 


link in the chain of religions of 
mankind" — an independent world 
faith focusing, not on sects, divisions 
.and differences separating religions, 
but on the likenesses as a basis for 
unity. 


One .principle by which those 


embracing the Baha'i tradition live is 
seen in their rule of "choosing for 
others what you would choose for 
yourself. 
"Justice," continued Dr. Austin, "is 


to give everyone his due." Therefore, 
she rationalized, justice involves 
spiritual obligations. 
"This we can understand in our 


world today where attitudes of crisis 
reflect the passion for power without 
principle. 


"Certainly for such a world, the 


concept of justice is sorely needed." 


To remedy society's ills, she called 


for turning to God for the practice of 
justice and then to man. 


Quoting from the teachings of the 


founder of the faith, Baha'u'llah, Dr. 
Austin spoke of man as "the end of 
night and the beginning of day. He 
reminds us that through man's in- 
tellect, we have been able to discover 
the reality of things. This no animal 
can do." 


Through this intellectual process, 


she explained, man has been able to 
master the use of power, to overcome 
the pull of gravity of earth. 


Emphasizing mankind's higher in- 


tellectual nature, she cautioned that 
"without this balance man can destroy 
himself." ^ 


She called^or the "preservation of 


the Light, using it to see further. 
"Peace, human understanding and 


the regeneration of human character 
can flourish if people concentrate on 
the Light refusing to be stopped by 
difference-in methods." 


She challenged members to work for 


the removal of human superstition, 


malice, selfishness and prejudice "in 
order to understand the oneness of-the 
human race." 


"Giving each man his due" will 


bring about this unity and under- 
standing of justice. This kind1" of 
thinking,* she concluded, will "lead'us 
away from shallow concepts of success 
based on hollow values." 


She urged the Baha'i community to 


make their work an act of worship. 
"Your 
everyday 
living is your 


worship."

No jewels for Egypt's first lady

. CAIRO (AP) -The Egyptian first 
lady's favorite outfit these days is a 
white doctor's coat she wears to visit 
wounded soldiers in hospitals. 
t She has not worn a ball gown since the 
Mideast war began. Her only jewelry is 
her wedding band. 
; "This is not the time to wear jewels 
and I don't know when I'll wear them 
again," said Jinan Sadat, wife of 
President Anwar Sadat. "Our lands are 
Still occupied Our soldiers are still at 
(he front. There will only be true peace 
when we have our lands back again." 
• Sometimes, even before her husband 
is awake, Mrs. Sadat leaves for the 
military hospitals. Often she stays late 
into the night talking with the wounded 
she now knows by name and calls her 
sons. 
• "Each soldier is my child and they 
have made me the richest woman in the 
4wld. I am so proud of them for they 
have sacrificed everything for their 
country. They beg me to let them return 
fi> the battlefield. For them, we must 
continue our struggle for real peace." 


It had been a long day with the 


wounded and now Mrs. Sadat sat in the 
rose-hued drawing room of the 
presidential palace. She spoke for more 
than two hours about the war and her life 
With her husband and four children. 
• Wearing a navy blue pants suit and a 
pink turtleneck, her dark hair in a neat 
bouffant and pale blue eyeshadow over 
her hazel eyes, she showed no signs of 
strain or fatigue. 


"I know some of my friends worry 


about me. They say I spend too much 
time in the hospitals. I sleep only about 
four hours a day and sometimes I look at 
myself and think I have aged four years 
in the past weeks. But I cannot do enough 
for our soldiers," she said, in English. 
• "There were times when I saw 
someone in pain and I wanted to cry. But 
their morale is so high I know I have to 
be brave. It was only when I went home 
that I let myself cry. But I never let my 
tyisband or children see me that way. It 
is only me with my tears." 
'Both Sadats are so busy with their 
respective duties that Mrs. Sadat sees 
her husband usually only late at night. 


"Yes, sometimes we talk about polit- 


ics. But never about military things. 
After all, I'm a civilian," she laughed. 


Mrs. 
Sadat said her husband, whom 


she married when she was 16 and he was 
30 and divorced, is a quiet man who does 
not talk very much. She says of him: 


"He is a very humble, simple man and 


I know the people of Egypt love him as 
much as I do After Oct. 22, some people 
were very angry that we stopped fight- 


ing. But I said to them, 'He started the 
war. He stopped it. You must have faith 
in him and accept that he knows what he 
does.' I am very proud of him." 


She is 40 years old now, still beautiful, 


but the wrinkle lines are gathering 
around her eyes. She shrugs them off. 


"I am happy and fulfilled and feel 


young no matter what my age. I'm too 
busy to worry about the wrinkles," said 
Mrs. 
Sadat. "Besides, I don't think I'll 


have to look for another husband. And 
this one says he loves me the way I am." 


Mrs. Sadat was born of a British 


mother and in addition to perfect 
English speaks fluent French. She had 
only a high school education but now 
hopes to work for a university degree 
part time in the fine arts or languages, 
starting in January. 


She enjoys tennis, swimming, walking 


as much as 10 miles a day and scuba 
diving in Alexandria where the Sadats 
have a summer home. She says she is 
fond of poetry, reading and music and 
used to play the piano and mandolin. 


"But now, there is noj time for those 


things. My favorite relaxation is to go to 
the hospital and see that my friend 
Mohammed is feeling better today. My 
children have worked in hospitals, too, 
so they understand why their mother is 
gone all the time. Now we all have our 
special friends in the hospitals and that's 
what we talk about when we are 
together."

than one for contract

How should you play the trump suit if

West opened the jack of diamonds, 


and the defenders took the first two 
tricks in that suit. At the third trick, 
West shifted to a club. 


Declarer won with dummy's king and 


led the jack of hearts from dummy. East 
played low, and South had to decide 
whether to put up the ace or let the jack 
ride for a finesse. 


In general, the finesse has a slightly 


better chance than the play of the ace. In 
this case, however, South wisely decided 
to play the ace of trumps. This gave him 
a chance to drop the king, even if it were 
not the best chance. When the king 
failed to fall on this trick, South still had 
another chance tor tils contract. 


Declarer continued with the ace and 


queen of clubs. When the suit broke, he 


led his last club, discarding a spade 
from dummy. 


FORCES WESrS HAND 


West declined to trump the last club 


for the good reason that he was not eager 
to lead. South thereupon led a trump, 
forcing West to win the trick at an 
awkward time. 


If West returned a diamond, dummy 


would ruff while South discarded thp 
losing spade. If West, instead, returned 
a spade, dummy's queen would wi£ 
Either way, South was sure to make his 
contract. 
•— 


This was declarer's extra chance. If 


the king of trumps failed to drop, there 
was still the hope that the player with 
the king of trumps would later have to 
lead away from the king of spades. 


DAILY QUESTION 


Partner opens with one heart after two 


passes. The next player passes, and you 
hold: S-K83H-J10763D-5C-AK42. 
What do you say? 


ANSWER: Bid four hearts. A jump to 


three hearts would be invitational but 
not forcing since you have passed 
originally. Since you want to be in game 
no matter what sort of miserable open- 
ing bid your partner has, you must go all 
the way to game by yourself.

if there's some way we can help 
each other out a little bit'" accord- 
ing to Henry Bailey, president of the 
Fox River Paper Co., Appleton. 


The entire industry is feeling the 


pulp crunch, he said, but the 
smaller firms -which do not have 
their own pulp producing capacity - 
are suffering even more. 


Bailey said the energy crisis and 


a shortage of chemicals used in the 
paper manufacturing process will 
also be on the agenda for Wednes- 
day's meeting. 


Several Valley paper firms are 


feeling the crunch. 
The Straubel Paper Co., Green 


Bay, 
has almost totally eliminated 


production of tissue products and 
had to shut down six converting 
machines for about a month. 


Louis Straubel, president of the 


firm that normally produces 100 to 
150 tons of tissue paper products 
each month, said the cutbacks will 
continue until the pulp shortage 
eases. He does not think that will 
happen until price controls are lift- 
ed and exports are controlled. 


Froehlich said he has appealed to 


the President's Cost of Living 
Council "to lift its very unrealistic 
ceiling price on domestic pulp." He 
said that if pulp exports continue to 
increase as producers sell to higher 
bidders overseas, "we are going to 
have a serious shortage of many 
vital paper products." 


A spokesman for the Bergstrom 


Paper Co., Neenah, which uses both 
pulp and wastepaper in its opera- 
tions, said a shortage of pulp led to 
a shut-down of the mill on Thanks- 
giving and the day after Thanks- 
giving this year. 


He pointed to an API survey that 


showed that 14 of the Institute's 31 
members lost 100,000 manhours of 
production in October, mainly due 
to the pulp shortage. 


"A raw materials shortage is our 


biggest problem rigHt now, but an 
unavailability of uel in the future 
is going to increase downtime," he 
said. 


Many chemicals used in the 


paper-making process are in 
"serious short supply," he said. 
The energy crisis has taken its toll 
on some, while price controls have 
forced cutbacks in production of 
others. 
He 
noted 
cornstarch, 
for 


example, which is in short supply 
now because producers find they 
can make more money producing 
corn syrup. 
James Asmuth, president of Wis- 


consin Tissue Mills in Menasha, 
said the pulp shortage has created a 
"serious shortage" of wastepaper 
because the demand for it has 
grown as virgin pulp supplies have 
decreased. 


Wisconsin Tissue, a producer of 


napkins, placemats and similar 
products primarily out of waste 
paper, finds a great demand for its 
products but might be forced — byi 
shortages and high raw materials' 
prices — to slow up planned' 
increases in its production. 


Asmuth said the company is 


reconsidering its plans for a 
$500,000 expansion project in 1974. 


A spokesman for the Charm in 


Paper Co., Green Bay, said the 
company is "experiencing tem- 
porary shortages," but nothing that

Watergate committee is pursuing a 
theory that the Watergate burglars were 
seeking information that might have 
linked billionaire Howard Hughes with 
the Nixon administration.. 


According to the theory, the break-in 


at Democratic headquarters was an ef- 
fort to determine whether then-National 
Chairman Lawrence O'Brien had such 
information and if he planned to use it to 
embarrass Nixon politically. 


The committee's chief counsel, 


Samuel Dash', said Monday the theory 
was "based on reliable evidence we have 
received." 


"It's not a guess," Dash said. "It's a 


viable theory. It's one that we're 
seriously pursuing." 


However, Dash said the theory was 


only one of several being actively 
investigated. 


This aspect of the Watergate inves- 


tigation came to light when a transcript 
of an executive session the committee 
held last week was placed in the public 
record of a U.S. District Court hearing 
here. 


The transcript had been sought by one 


of the principal witnesses in that 


that would have a "severe impact" ' 
on employes and customers.

The effort to save energy by setting the 


clock ahead an hour would take effect the 
fourth Sunday after enactment and Rep. 
Harley 0. Staggers, D-W. Va., said the 
bill could be sent to the White House 
before the end of the week. 


The country would remain on daylight 


time through October, 1975. 


The White House requested the energy 


time bill, saying it could result'in sav- 
ings of as much as three per cent in 
heating and electricity. Both opponents 
and supporters of the measure however, 
have said there are no reliable figures on 
how much would be saved. 


Meanwhile, the Senate passed and 


sent to the House a bill requiring the 
labeling of automobiles and major 
household appliances as to their energy 
consumption. 


The bill also would make $200 million

reached a three-year low of 3.3 per 
cent. 


Manufacturing employment rose to 


111.5 points, in October, 1973, or .7 
point and two-thirds of 1 per cent, over 
the September, 1973, level, and 7.6 
points and 7.3 per cent over the Oc- 
tober, 1972, level. 


Total employment was up to 112.5 


points, or .4 point and one-third of 1 
per cent over the September level, and 
7.6 points and 7.2 per cent over the 
October, 1972, level.

Residential care facility 
proposed for Riverview

Plans for conversion of a major 


portion of Riverview Sanatorium and 
General Hospital to a residential care 
facility were revealed Monday by Supt. 
Dr. John G. Russo. 


Some Outagamie County Board

action on the proposal .today 'while 
others indicated they would seek a 
delay to allow time for more study. 


Russo's plan calls for changing the 


64-bed geriatric-tuberculosis treatment 
facility to a 77-bed institution for per- 
sons needing minimum and maximum 
nursing care. 


Russo, who has headed the institu- 


tion for 27 years, told Riverview trus- 
tees, the board of social services and 
the county board's finance and human 
resources committees that he could 
make the changes and other necessary 
and optional improvements for $60,000. 


County Executive Alvin E. Woehler 


said last month that $35,183 from a 
long-standing structural improvements 
fund 
should 
be 
earmarked 
for 


improvements at Riverview. He made 
the proposal after Circuit Court Judge 
Gordon Myse ruled that the fund was 
illegal. 


The county board, at its November 


session, instructed its finance com- 
mittee to meet with Riverview trustees 
to determine what is needed for 


improvements. The meeting hasn't 
been held. 


Of the 77 beds included in Russo's 


plan, 23 would be used for residential 
(domiciliary or minimum) care which 
is nonexistent in county institutions; 50 
would be used primarily for elderly, 
geriatric patients requiring more in- 
tense nursing care; and only two beds 
would be reserved for tuberculosis pa- 
tients. 


There now are 11' beds for tuber- 


culosis patients but only one was in use 
Monday. Many of the residential care 
beds would be secured by elimination 
of the unneeded tuberculosis beds. 
Nine of the new beds would be on the 
third floor of the newer (1934) River- 
view wing, which is largely unused. 


At present all but one of Riverview's 


patients are elderly. Many of them are 
in their 80s and 90s. Russo said there 
is a waiting list of 14 care patients. 


The state Division of Health, at the 


request of Trustee President Sylvester 
Esler, inspected Riverviejw Nov. 29.

John 
Kellogg, an attorney, apparently would 
be to petition a court to-force Speener to 
appear before the board as ordered in 
the subpoena.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (AP) -Comets 


-, have been getting a bad rap. 


They've long been regarded popularly 


as heralds of death and disaster, 
plagues, crop failure, earthquakes and 


'. similar unmerriments. 


Look to an article in Harper's Weekly 


magazine 116 years ago, on June 6,1857: 


There were predictions, it said, that a 


^cornet that year would hit and maybe 
• annihilate the earth. It also took note of 


some salesmen promoting "comet-proof 


• suits of clothing," and that "a cometary 
• life insurance company —premiums 
J payable in advance —has been created." 
• 
A comet in 1668 was blamed for a lethal 
' epidemic among cats in Westphalia, 
.Germany, the magazine went on, and a 
. comet in 1665 was pegged as causing a 
" great epidemic in London that same year 
' but with "no one, apparently, caring to 


settle the question why the malign 
influence of the comet should fall only 


"upon London, not extending even to the 
• neighboring towns and villages." 


And "a comet appeared in the year 590 


• to which was attributed to a fearful 
'.epidemic which prevailed in that year, 


in the paroxysms of which people were 
seized with uncontrollable fits of sneez- 
ing, generally resulting in death. When 
anyone about this time sneezed, it 
became customary to say 'God bless 
you!,' from which, probably, proceeded 
a similar custom to this day prevalent 
upon the continent of Europe." 


"A comet which appeared in March 


1402," Harper's continued, "was stated 
by the astrologers of that day to presage 
the death of John Galeas Visconti, an 
Italian prince. This gentleman, being a 
devout believer in astrologers and 
comets, duly died —no doubt of fright - 
and thus, to the great delight of the 
astrologers, made their predictions 
come true." 


The defeat of the English at the Battle 


of Hastings in 1066 has been attributed 
by'some to a comet harbinger of bad 
news. But it must have looked different 
to William the Conqueror out of Nor- 
mandy. He won. 


When the famous Halley's comet last 


appeared in 1910, there were widespread 
fears that it would destroy the earth, 
perhaps because the earth would soon 
pass through its "fiery" tail, that oceans 
would boil, the whole world burn up. 
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Seeking to allay such fears, a prominent 
astronomer of the day, Mary Proctor, 
wrote in a bylined story in the New York 
Times of May 8, 1910, that this was a 
deception, since ominous-looking comet 
tails are made of Material so flimsy that 
we can see stars right through them. 


And there were alarms that noxious 


gases in the comet's tail would choke and 
kill humans by the millions when the 
earth intercepted the cometary tail. It 
didn't happen. 


Comets perhaps gain their reputation 


for evil because some look like feathery 
stars, or funny stars with long tails, 
because they are strangers intruding 
into the orderly and familiar procession 
of our star constellations season by 
season, something out of place, 
something perhaps as puzzling and 
frightening as a total, darkening eclipse 
of the sun if people don't happen to know 
one is coming. 


But comets can leave calling cards, in 


the form of "shooting stars" or met- 
eorites. These are the almost 
inifinitesimal specks of dust or dirt that 
a comet leaves behind when some of its 
substance is melted off by the sun. 


When the earth runs into the path of 


these "shooting stars," they flame in 
sudden death as brief streaks in the sky. 
The comet Encke, which visits earth 
every three and one-third years, has 
been donating shooting stars for perhaps 
1,000 years. 


Spectacular meteorite showers in 


1789, 
1933, and 1946 came from dust 


remnants of comet Biela, which split in 
two in 1846 on a visit near the sun, says 
Fred Whipple, a comet expert who 
recently retired as director of the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Observatory 
here. 


Biela came back as twins in 1852, but, 


then the pair disappeared and neither 
has been detected since. "The bones of 
Biela's comet still float through space," 
Whipple observes. 


Some Soviet scientists believe that a 


comet weighing perhaps one million 
tons struck Siberia in 1908, causing a 
blast that felled trees for 30 miles in all 
directions, and knocking people 100 
miles away off their feet. 


Others, however, think a meteorite or 


some other phenomenon did all the 
damage. 


There is no danger that comet 


Kohoutek speeding toward us now is on 
collision course, says Brian Marsden of 
the Smithsonian Observatory. 


The closest any comet has ever come 


to earth —aside from the possibility of 
the Siberian incident was 1% million 
miles, he says. In 1928, one comet came 
within four million miles, and a number 
have been within 10 million to 2(rmillion. 
Kohoutek will stay a respectable 75 
million miles from our turf. 


And visible comets do not come by 


very 
often, 
considering 
that 
as- 


tronomers think there are 100 billion of 
them, or even more, roaming in a shell 
at the outer fringes of the solar'system. 


Astronomers with their telescopes 


pick up a good number, but it is only 
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once every few years, on the average, 
that one comes into good eyeball view. 
OrbltaJiave been calculated for. about 


400 comets, and about 100 of these have 
come around at least twice, and some 


more times, like Halley's comet

every 76 years, is due back in 1966, and 
very likely the early and assiduous sky 
watchers in China may have observed 
Halley's comet in 467 B.C.. or before, and 
certainly observed it in 239 B.C., Whip- 
pie says. 


What has excited astronomers so 


much about our temporarily resident 
comet is that Lubos Kohoutek. a Czech 
astronomer for whom it is named, det- 
ected it last March, nine months ago 
when it was still nearly half a billion 
miles away, but big enough to show up 
on a powerful telescope. 


No comet that big and bright, heading 


for close passage of the sun, had ever 
been spotted so early. 


Very importantly, this provided a fair 


amount of "lead" time to plan for det* 
ailed examination of the comet. Enough 
that NASA, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, set up a 
special coordinating "Operation 
Kohoutek" under direction of, Stephen 
Maran, astronomer at the Goddard 
Space Flight Center. 


There was not enough time to fit out a 


special space probe that could intercept 
the head or tail of the comet, and make 
close-up studies, or even seize some 
comet material, an idea that Whipple 
had proposed more than a decade ago. 


But just such a plan to go to a comet is 


being considered by NASA now, perhaps 
in a few years. It could resolve many of 
the mysteries about comets. 


Around the world, telescopes on the 


ground will peek at comet Kohoutek for 
the next few months. 


Out in space, three astronauts aboard 


Skylab likely will have the most spec- 
tacular view, high above the earth's 
interfering blanket of air. They will use 
an array of instruments, including a 
special ultraviolet camera to see the 
hydrogen cloud around the comet. They 
can, also, witness sudden changes in the 
shape of the comet or its tail and make 
special observations then. 
, 


Mariner 10, now en route to Venus and 


later to Mercury, will be able to take 
pictures from a different angle than 
from earth. Stereoscopic comparison of 
the two views would give, for the first 
time, a three-dimensional picture of the 
shape of the comet. 


Other findings are expected from the 


Pioneer spacecraft that just went beyond 
Jupiter; from the satellites Copernicus 
and Orbiting Solar Observatory 7; from 
a small barrage of sounding rockets 
rising from White Sands, N.M.; from 
C141 
Airborne Infrared Observatory; 


and from balloons measuring far- 
infrared heat waves. A special observat- 
ory has been set up on South Baldy 
Mountain near Socorro, N.M.

point the percentage of PBS' annual 
$35 million budget supplied by big 
business is relatively small, the energy 
crisis may increase the amount subs- 
tantially. 


Because of the alleged shortage of 


gasoline, major oil companies wanting 
to keep their names before the public 
may feel self-conscious about massive 
advertising campaigns on commercial 
TV, especially those geared toward 
selling more gasoline, which is, after 
all, their major interest. 


To keep the name before the public 


and at the same time appear to be 
concerned about improving the quality 
of television, .several companies here- 
tofore not involved with PBS are said 
to be considering dropping a couple of 
million into it next year. 


At this point, IS major corporations 


have' been the basic business support 
of PBS programming. With 
the 


troubled economy of the past several 
years, it has been increasingly more 
difficult to attract new firms. But with 
the energy crisis weighing heavily on 
the oil companies' consciences, PBS 
may have found a silver lining. To 
date, only Mobil has been a major 
underwriter, but don't be too surprised 
to see the names of other familiar 
gasoline companies connected with 
public TV programs in the near future. 


To paraphrase the old saying, "Out- 


side every silver lining is a dark 
cloud." The energy crisis may be PBS' 
"silver lining," but for Fox Cities 
residents it means less exposure to 
good theater. I was told Monday that 
the 
Guthrie Theater 
Company's 


January tour of Moliere's "Tartuffe" 
has been cancelled by, of all things, a 
shortage of gasoline. 


A major portion of Guthrie's tour 


crowds are school groups, many of 
which travel considerable distance by 
bus. Because of gasoline being at a 
premium, Guthrie management feels a 
significant portion of those crowds will 
not attend, which could mean financial 
disaster for the tour. Rather than take 
the chance, the tour will not start.

"The Homecoming" is the type 


of play that evokes a variety of 
responses from intelligent humans. 


Some learned souls, to whom it 


is overwhelmingly important not to 
appear ordinary, applaud and say 
"marvelous." Generally, they will, 
impressed, give their interpretation 
of What the Play Means. Of course, 
seven smart people may come up 
with seven totally at odds in- 
terpretations, but no matter; they 
"understand." 


Others, just as intelligent and 


perhaps less worried about what 
people think, see Harold Pinter's 
enigmatic work and say "it's a 
put-on." 


Personally, I don't care what 


"The Homecoming" means. At 
least as far as what Pinter in- 
tended, it's not.important, and the 
author is the first to realize that. It 
never matters what an author had 
in mind when he wrote a play; it's 
only* what the audience 
— in- 


dividually and collectively —gets 
out of it that counts. 


"The Homecoming" is the third 


of the American Film Theatre 
series and is showing yet today at 
Appleton's Marc 2 and Oshkosh's 
Time theaters. 


In discussing his plays, Pinter 


put the issue of meaning in perfect 
perspective: "I can sum up none of 
my plays. I can describe none of 
them, except to say: That is what 
happened. That is what they said. 
That is what they did." 


Looking at it from that angle, 


"The Homecoming" is Interesting. 
Events happen, though none too 
fast. 
Characters 
say 
things. 


Characters do things. The fact that 
what they say and do doesn't es- 
pecially relate to life in the Fox 
Cities is unimportant. What is im- 
portant is that Pinter has nailed 
some 
universal 
truths about 


people; e.g., they of ten are mqpdy, 
that even though they are suc- 
cessful in their fields they may not 
be vital and even the reverse — 
so-called failures may have more 
life in them than the successes.

get the crown and the Redskins and 
Falcons are matched for the wild card, 
using the same point system.

for $600,000. That would include $500,000 
for use of the name and $100,000 for the 
"indignity" of being associated with a 
shaving cream for women's legs, which 
Hirsch said caused embarrassment and 
humiliation and intefered with his job. 


Hirsch said if use of the name was 


intentional, the company should pay 
another $500,000 in punitive damages.

Don't compromise 
on bicycle safety 


Second of two columns 


If you buy a bicycle for transportation 


— not just for exercise and fun — in 
today's boom, you'll pay from $70 to 
$500 for it and possibly more. Even as 
strictly sports equipment, this now 
ranks among the costlier items you can 
buy. 


You well may find that a model you 


want is hard to get and that you have to 
wait until your type can be shipped to 
you. Unless you are willing to be talked 
into a more expensive machine on hand, 
your wait may be fairly long. 


You also may discover that this field 


is marred by a large fringe of 
unscrupulous dealers. And you may 
bitterly regret it if you don't follow the 
basic rule: buy only from a reputable 
bicycle dealer who will back up his 
product and pledge of service. 


Tips on how to shop, save 


Here are other key tips on how to shop 


for and save on a bicycle now: 


Rent one or more bikes and test ride 


the make and model you think you 
prefer before you make any major in- 
vestment. Get the correct frame size 
(distance from pedal crank to point 
where seat mounts) for you. Be par- 
ticularly sure your child's bike fits. Do 
not buy a big-but unsafe-bike he'll 
"grow into." Just allow a reasonable 
range of seat and handlebar adjustment 
for some growth. Bicycles are involved 
in more accidents around the house 
than any other product. 


Don't overlook the major mail order 


houses, which not only offer reasonably 
priced bicycles but also sell parts and 
provide service. 


To save money, buy a used bike-but if 


it'a in good condition, expect to pay 75 
per cent of the price of a new one. 
Typical price for a used $150 bike in the 
better-make category is about $100. A 
low price for a good used bicycle is a 
warning that it may have been stolen. 
Inspect any used bike with care-or pay 
a qualified mechanic a few dollars to go 
over the bike for you. Look for used 
bicycle ads in the classified ad sections 
of your paper. Also examine yard sales 
for available used bikes and parts. 


Two kinds of brakes; check 


Check the brakes of any bike before 


you ride it. The bike may have a coaster 
brake on the rear wheel activated by 
back-pedaling, or caliper brakes ac- 
tivated by hand levers on 
the 


handlebars. A coaster brake takes 
longer to apply than calipers and is 
more difficult to service, but it rarely 
needs service and works better in wet 
weather. Dual caliper brakes will give 
you • quicker stop in dry weather, but 
they will be poor or worse when wet. 
Self-adjusting caliper brakes are a 


V 


strong plus. Note: don't buy a child's 
bike with caliper brakes unless fh'e 
child has a big enough hand to use them 
easily. Even some adults do not have 
strong enough hands for some caliper 
brakes. 


Look for a red, white, and blue 


"BMA/6" seal of certification on the 
post just under the seat of an American 
children's bicycle. This indicates that 
the bike meets the most recent stan- 
dards of the Bicycle Manufacturers 
Assn. Note: no imported bikes can get 
this seal (even the best) and some 
excellent American bikes lack it, too — 
so use it primarily as a guide to 
children's bikes. 


Assemble a new bike yourself-a job 


which will also save money by teaching 
you how to repair it. Have a competent 
repairman check your work to be sure 
you did it right. 


Hundreds of thousands stolen 


Among your "must" accessories, buy 


a chain and lock as your first line of 
defense against bicycle thieves who 
steal 400,000 to 500,000 bikes a year. The 
chain should be long enough to go 
through both wheels, the frame, and 
around a fixed object. It also should be 
hard enough to resist cutting by or- 
dinary instruments..Your lock should 
be of equal quality. Other necessities: a 
headlight, tail light, at least one good 
reflector, small battery light which 
clips to your left leg and quickly iden- 
tifies you as a cyclist by its motion, 
reflective tape for clothing, bell or horn. 


After you have bought your bike, 


register it with the local police. Many 
communities impound unregistered 
bicycles, and in any event, registration 
sharply increases your chances of 
recovering your bike if it is stolen. 


Check your homeowners insurance to 


see if it covers a bicycle. If not, you can 
get a special policy at about $10.50 a 
year for a $125 bicycle. 


And two final points: don't set your 


heart on one bike as an absolute must 
Until you get way up in the $200 price 
range, there is not that much difference 
between them. And in inexpensive 
bikes, a good dealer is the key to value, 
for he, rather than any manufacturer's 
guarantee, will stand behind your 
machine.

brought a sharp dissent from the court's 
three liberal members. 


In one of two search cases decided 


today, the Supreme Court overturned a 
ruling by the U.S. Circuit Court here 
which had told police they were only 
entitled to a "pat down" search when 
they arrested a District of Columbia man 
on an outstanding traffic warrant. 


In searching the man, police turned up 


a cigarette package with heroin capsules 
in it. 


Under the Circuit Court rulinguthe 


heroin could not be used as evidence 
because the search exceeded constitu- 
tional limits. Under today's Supreme 
court ruling the heroin can be used as 
evidence. 


"It is the fact of the lawful arrest 


which establishes the authority to 
search," wrote Justice William H. 
Rehnquist for the majority. 


Justice Thurgood Marshall wrote in a 


lengthy dissent in which he said that the 
court had retreated from long-held 
principles by holding that the fact of the 
arrest "always establishes the authority 
to conduct a full search of the arrestee's 
person..." 


He was joined in dissent by Justices 


William O. Douglas and William J. 
Brennan. 


"The majority's approach represents 


a clear and marked departure from our 
long tradition of case-by-case adjudica- 
tion of the reasonableness of searches 
and seizures under the Fourth Amend- 
ment," Marshall said. 


Addressing the specifics of the case, 


Rehnquist said that the police officer, 
"having in the course of a lawful search 
came upon the crumpled package of 
cigarettes ... was entitled to inspect it; 
and when his inspection revealed the 
heroin capsules, he was entitled to seize 
them .:." 


District of Columbia police' regula- 


tions called for the kind of thorough body 
search that was made because the sus- 
pect was to be taken into custody. 


The Supreme Court also ruled 6 to 3 to. 


uphold a police search in a companion 
case from Florida. 


In that case, marijuana cigarettes 


were found on a college student arrested 
for failure to have a driver's license. 


The court's majority said that the 


search was valid even though police 
regulations in this case did not require 
a full search or that the suspect be taken 
into custody.

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The firm estimated the country's oil 


shortage at up to 2.8 million barrels a 
day. The government's figure is 3.5 
million barrels a day. Daily U.S. oil 
consumption is estimated at 17 million 
barrels. 


One source said the government's es- 


timate appeared to have been based on 
the worst possible supply and weather 
predictions. 


The stock market surged upward for 


the third straight session Monday. 
Analysts said investors turned away 
frqm the energy crisis and returned to 
the business of buying stocks. They said 
the absence of bad news from the Middle 
East contributed to the advance. 


And, Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Sheik 


Ahmed Zaki al Yamani said in 
Washington that the Arab oil embargo 
could end early next month if Israel 
promises to withdraw from occupied 
Arab territory. 


He said the embargo was "originally 


linked to the complete withdrawal of 
Israel." But he said Arab oil producing 
nations will now lift the embargo when 
Israel agrees to withdraw from occupied 


lands and the United States guarantees 
the withdrawal. 


"Then the embargo can be lifted im- 


mediately, perhaps during the firsjt 
period of the Geneva peace conference, 
perhaps early in January. It is now up to 
Israel," he said. 


The Congress, meanwhile, took steps 


to cope with the crisis. 


The Senate passed a bill requiring the 


labeling of cars and major household 
appliances as to their energy consump- 
tion. The measure also requires federal 
agencies to consider the energy shortage 
in developing policies and programs, 
and it sets aside research money to 
develop auto engines which use less 
gasoline. 


Senate and House conferees agreed on 


a bill putting the nation on year-round 
daylight saving time. The bill would 
require national time to be set ahead one 
hour on the fourth Sunday after enact- 
ment. The country would remain on DST 
through October 1975. The White House 
estimates the DST move would cut 
electricty and heating demands as much 
as three per cent 
• 


There was also discouraging news 


from a consumer point of view: 


-A consumer group said home heating 


oil prices have risen 44 per cent since 
last winter in the Boston area. The group 
said the prices will go up nearly that 
much again before this winter ends. 
Average price of a gallon of home heat- 
ing oil was 30.26 cents last week. 


-Gasoline retailers meeting in Miami 


said gasoline shortages are squeezing 
their profits. They want Phase 4 price 
controls lifted so they can raise prices by 
at least one to three cents a gallon 


-The Internal Revenue Service said 


about one-fourth of truck stops checked 
in recent days were found in violation of 
government price restrictions in diesel 
sales to truckers. The IRS said it found 
224 violations in checks at 833 truck 
stops, a figure it described as an "ab- 
normally high violation rate." 


-Oil Daily, an industry publication, 


said last week's average retail price of 
regular brand gasoline, exclusive of 
taxes, was 29 23 cents per gallon, com- 
pared with 28 96 cents per gallon a week 
earlier and 24.45 cents a year ago 


Big jump expected in auto prices 


DETROIT (AP) —The auto industry is 


free of government price controls, and 
the buying public will feel the impact 
almost immediately. 


The average new car will soon cost an 


additional $150 or more. 


The Cost of Living Council Monday 


exempted the auto industry from both 
wage and price restrictions. The move 
came just days after the United Auto 
Workers union completed negotiations 
on new contracts with the Big Three auto 
makers. 


It was the biggest move yet in the 


council's effosj to step up the process of 
moving the economy away from con- 
trols. The exemption from controls 
applies only to auto, truck and bus 
production. It does not extend to other 
items produced by the auto makers, 
such as appliances. 


None of the auto makers offered new 


price lists Monday, but Ford said it 
would boost prices on any car or truck 
ordered after today. 


General Motors, Chrysler, and 


American Motors are expected to an- 
nounce increases to take effect later this 
week. 


Before the council agreed to decontrol 


the auto industry, it exacted commit- 
ments from Fcrd and GM to keep 
wholesale price increases for full-size 
and intermediate models within an 
average of $150 and not ;o raise 1974 
model prices again. There was no im- 
mediate indication what the wholesale 
boost would translate into in price 
increases in dealer showrooms. 


AMC agreed to limit its wholesale 


price increases to an average $100, but a 
company spokesman said AMC dealers 
might be allowed to add on an additional 


$50 at the retail level 


In addition, Ford, GM and AMC 


agreed not to raise retail prices on 
compacts and subcompacts more than 
$150. 


Chrysler refused to make any com- 


mitment, but the council director, John 
T. Dunlop, and Chrysler Chairman Lynn 
Townsend both said the realities of 
competition would work to keep 
Chrysler in line with Ford and GM. 


Dunlop also said he did not think it 


would be "appropriate to single them 
out" by exempting Chrysler from the 
decontrol order.

Nixon's income taxes 


In making out income tax returns it helps to be President 


of the United States. By putting the most favorable in* 
terpretations on technicalities in the internal revenue code, 
President Nixon has been able to reduce his tax liability to 
the federal government to an amazing minimum and has 
absolved himself from paying any taxes to the states where 
he owns homes and votes. 


The President's interpretations of these technicalities is 


now to be reviewed by the House-Senate taxation committee 
under no less an expert than Wilbur Mills. And The Post 
Crescent would not presume to prejudge such a complicated 
matter. But there are several questions we think are 
material and which should be examined by the committee 
along with Mr. Nixon's tax returns. 


Who in the federal government expressed such an intense 


desire for Mr. Nixon's private papers when he was vice 
president that they would be worth $570,000 in tax for- 
giveness? And who arrived at that figure as representing 
the actual worth of the papers? 


Mr. Nixon was vice president for eight years. Spiro 


Agnew held the office only five years until he had to resign 
because of making some mistakes on filing his tax returns. 
Are we to presume then that Mr. Agnew's papers would be 
worth five-eighths of $570,000, or some $350,000? If so the 
government may even owe Mr. Agnew money and maybe he 
needn't have resigned after all. 


On the sale of some of the property Mr. Nixon owned at 


San Clemente, the first auditors he consulted calculated that 
he had made a profit of $117,370. But Mr. Nixon then hired 
other lawyers and other auditors who came up with the 
opinion that he had not made any profit at all. Naturally he 
took the latter advice and paid no taxes on the transaction. 


If Mr. Mills and his committee conclude that no taxes are 


due on the $117,370 gain, we would certainly expect that they 
would make the details public so that the rest of us 
tax-paying citizens can take advantage of the same kind of 
deal. For we would presume that the same regulations 
which apply to the President would also apply to John Q. 
Public. Or do they? 


The President's voluntary publication of the intimate 


details of his financial affairs is part of the Operation 
Candor which he has launched to convince the American 
people of his integrity. But we would guess the average 
American citizen will be even more interested in how the 
President got out of paying taxes than they have been in 
Watergate or the mess over the tapes. 


End of fhe Year of Europe 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger recently attended 


the annual ministerial meeting of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization in Brussels, Belgium. It's just about the only 
notice there has been in the United States in what was 
proclaimed last winter as the "Year of Europe." 


Officials in Washington have been preoccupied, and not 


only with Watergate, although certainly that has seriously, 
perhaps fatally, obsessed President Nixon. The withdrawal 
from Indochina was important last spring, the Russian 
grain deal last summer. This fall the war in the Middle East 
exploded and actually brought about a new look at NATO 
and our European allies. Things have changed and it's long 
past time that we realized it. (See Joseph Kraft's column on 
this page.) 


The unilateral United States military alert considerably 


upset Europeans who believed they should have been 
consulted or at least notified in advance. There is more than 
a little fear abroad that Washington has lost control and that 
our leadership is acting irrationally. Western Europe has 
also been much harder hit by the cut-off of Arabian oil than 
the United States. It considers its lack of cooperation in 
getting equipment to Israel quite justified. 


But beyond all these nagging divisive problems there is 


the simple fact that the world today is not the same as it was 
when NATO was created. 


Then Europe depended heavily upon the United States. 


Not only was there the very real and even imminent threat 
of Soviet westward expansion. Europe was poor and 
desolated from World War II. For both economic and 
military rehabilitation it depended upon the United States. 
The success of that rehabilitation is a major cause of the 
dissension today. A heavily dependent and frail Europe 
would still need us and obey us. 


There are other problems. A particular one is Greece, 


once considered an essential defensive position. The Nixon 
Administration's support of the dictatorial colonels' junta 
was rationalized on that basis. But the most recent 
overthrow is now being suggested as leaning in an anti 
American direction due to the growing allegiance to that 
stand among the Greek people. Greek ties to the Arab world 
. 
are also influential. 


The United States sent Secretary of Defense James 


Schlesinger and later Assistant Secretary of State Joseph 
Sisco to Europe to help repair damages. Now Secretary 
Kissinger will use his extensive talents in that direction. 


But it would be well if the United States Government 


could somehow develop a real Year of Europe with 
cooperation and mutual reliance and goodwill the new 
emphasis. 


High school and modern life 


One of the apparent contradictions of modem life and the 


enormous tax effort of Americans in supporting public 
education is the apparent failure of our high schools to 
retain many of their students in a period of the nation's 
experience when post-high school education is attracting a 
majority of those young men and women who complete high 
school courses. 


The Department of Public Instruction has published an 


exceptionally useful volume of statistical reference material 
relating to that enormously costly, and enormously impor- 
tant, multi-pronged effort that is publicly financed education 
in Wisconsin. 


Leaping out of the page devoted to the "holding power" of 


the high schools, as the educators term it, is the fact that the 
number of high school dropouts is again rising. The report 
notes that complete studies of the causes are lacking, and 
that some dropouts ultimately return for some kind of high 
school learning. One dropout causative factor that is not 
easily measurable, for example, is early marriage. Yet the 
department appears to imply that this is but a part of the 
problem, and the fact that it leaves the question hanging 
may suggest the need for some additional study. 


We learn from the department's report that 11,300 young 


people who enrolled in high school at the scheduled age 
were not in the graduating classes a year ago. In an 
increasingly sophisticated society and a fast-changing 
economic system, it is difficult to foresee how such young 
people -whatever the cause of deprivation -will live useful 
or satisfying lives.

State must 'do something' about energy 


MADISON -It has been conventional wisdom 


in Wisconsin politics for many decades that a 
governor summons a special session of the 
legislature at some risk. 


Gov. 
Patrick 
Lucey 
has 
resolved, 
nevertheless, that the legislature must return to 
Madison on the unusual date of Dec. 17 to 
consider some of the measures that he regards 
as essential to permit the state government to 
deal with the problems of energy supply and 
distribution. 


What the state may do and how effectively it - 


can do it in the field of energy may be difficult 
to demonstrate. The average householder or 
business manager or whatever is inclined to feel 
that a problem of national dimensions requires 
action on a national basis by the national 
government. The governor evidently also feels 
that the national government must act. His 
special session call to the legislature, indeed, 
contained more criticism of the national ad- 
ministration than any hints about what the state 
as a small part of a nation worried about fuel 
and power may devise for the public protection. 


Must do something 
The state administration is evidently per- 


suaded that it must present the appearance of a 
response, even if the response may be of 


doubtful effect or value. Yet it it precisely in 
that posture that the political risk occurs, as 
other governors of the state have learned to 
their sorrow in other situations over the years. 


When the headlines blare out the anxiety of 


the governor to have the legislature "do 
something," the public ear will be closely tuned 
to the proceedings. And if it is shown that there 
is not much that the state can do to assure more 
supplies of commodities that are not produced 
here and the sources and distribution which 
cannot be affected by state legislation, there is 
a risk that the public will be angered rather 
than gratified. 


A special session is closely circumscribed 


with respect to its calendars. Only those sub- 
jects that are expressly named by tiie executive 
can be considered. Thus the publicity focus on 
that issue will be intense. There will be more 
public awareness of what is being done or not 
being done than during a regular session when 
there are scores of legislative actions in the 
daily news. 
Lucey's choice of time for the special legisla- 


tive meeting was characteristically shrewd. 
Beginning on Dec. 17, with the major holidays of 
the year so imminent, the legislative politicians 
will be disinclined to tarry, he supposes. 


Notwithstanding, there are many powerful 
pressure groups whose operatives will feel that 
their own causes deserve some consideration 
also, and especially when the governor lists as a 
secondary issue in his call the question of 
correcting the eggregious earlier error in the 
legislation rewriting the law on the distribution 
of tax shares to localities. 


Another risk factor 


There is another risk factor in the special 
session, as some predecessor governors learned 
to their chagrin. 


While the statutory consideration must be 


limited to the topics of the governor's choice, 
the legislature has considerable freedom to 
wander into other fields by way of joint resolu- 
tions. There is nothing that the governor can do 
to prevent the kind of partisan political dialog of 
which legislators are so fond. 
Indeed, the Lucey call for the special session 


which laboriously lamented the claimed 
defaults of the national administration ap- 
peared^ to invite his fellow Democrats in the 
legislature to join in the fun and the exploitation 
of the national disenchantment about turmoil in 
Washington that will be the keynotes of every 
Democrat's campaign appeals next year.

I think we ought to treat our 


Presidents more royally. And our Vice 
Presidents too, for that matter. Rather 
than grudging Nixon, or his successors, 
a San Clemente, we should lavishly 
endow them with such perquisites. It 
would be cheaper in the end. 


As I perceive the American national 


character, it is not enough for a man to 
have position and power, as in some 
other cultures. He must have also, if not 
wealth, at least the trappings of 
wealth-enough to move freely in the 
exalted circles of his peers. 


The British, knowing full well that 


their sovereign is merely a symbol 
without 
a 
practical 
function, 


nevertheless provide handsomely not 
only for kings and queens but for prin- 
celings and princesses as well. They 
feel that this solidifies the grandness 
and the stability of the monarchy (and 
of their unwritten constitution); and 
their viewpoint is psychologically 
sounder than it seems to the naive 
non-Briton. 


Much of the sleazy goings-on at upper 


levels in Washington spring from the 
fact that men like Nixon and Agnew 
(and 
even the honest Eisenhower as 


well) simply do not have the personal 
resources to live up to their positions, 
even with the generous salaries and 
living expenses they are granted. 


For this reason, Eisenhower felt 


forced to receive a special dispensation 
from the Internal Revenue Service per- 
taining to royalties on his book; it was 
the only way he could legitimately raise 
capital commensurate with the obliga- 
tions of his position. And this, more 


than greed or crookedness, may explain 
Nixon's "Presidential papers" income

arrangements in Florida and Califor- 
nia. 


Ideally, of course, public servants, 


should not require massive sums of 
money; quite a few Presidents have 
been broke both in and after leaving the 
White House. But, alas, we do not tend 
to nominate or elect very many men of 
this stripe; such being the case, we 
should provide them with at least as 
much substance as non-functioning 
monarchs are given. 


Much as I dislike and resent a man 


like Agnew, it can be conceded in all 
fairness that what he did was as much 
prompted by his felt need to operate in 
a grand manner, as befitting his posi- 
tion, as it was by low rapacity. If we 
can't improve a man's character, we 
can at least remove the obvious temp- 
tations to dishonesty. 


If only rich men can afford public 


office, let us then provide comparative 
riches for high office-holders. It would, 
as I said, be cheaper in the long run 
than suffering the dislocations and 
disillusions of the past year. You can't 
make men good, but you can help make 
them more impervious to the blandish- 
ments of corruption.

Which is why the spirit here in Europe 
is so melancholy. 


BRUSSELS 
— "The pathos of 
Europe," a senior American official 
exclaimed as the year-end meeting of 
the North Atlantic allies began here in 
Brussels. That tragic, almost twilight 
note does indeed express the tone of 
relations between the United States and 
its leading European friends. 


For there is now an opportunity to 


move from the backbiting of doctrinal 
debate to cooperation in solving the 
acute mutual problem of energy. But 
the odds are that the opportunity will be 
missed, and maybe missed forever, 
because of political weakness here and 
in Washington. 


The opportunity is very clear. For the 


past dozen years the baleful spirit of 
Gen. de Gaulle has imposed upon trans- 
Atlantic relations an invidious polemic. 
That ugly spirit has animated all recent 
disputes about nuclear weapons, shar- 
ing the burden of defense costs, fair 
trading terms and monetary reforms. 
These petty disputes thrived in the 


past decade as a luxury afforded by the 
absence of truly grave problems. But 
now the 
Europeans and 
North 


Americans are both burdened by the 
energy shortage. 


Dependent on Arabs 


The problem is particularly grave 


here because the Europeans are so 
dependent upon Arab oil. The Dutch, 
who have made no secret of their sym- 
pathy for Israel, have been cut off from 
Arab shipments altogether. The West 
Germans, heavily dependent on the 
great refinery at Rotterdam for 
gasoline, are on the brink of economic 
disaster. Even here in Belgium, and in 
such relatively favored countries as 
Britain and France, the lights are going 
out, there are restrictions on driving, 
and unemployment is beginning to 
show. 


Mutual effort by the Atlantic coun- 


tries could plainly ease these burdens 
enormously. If nothing else, a pooling 
of research efforts could considerably 
speed the day when Europeans and 
Americans could bring into play new 
sources of energy such as gasified coal 
or shale or nuclear power. In arguing 
with the Arabs even now, moreover, a 
joint stand by the consumer countries 
would be far more effective than the 
individual rush to surrender which at 
present characterizes the Europeans-in 
particular, the British and the French. 


But two maladies poison the pos- 


sibilities. The Europeans, under the 
spell of French leadership and Gaullist 
doctrine, still have a thing about the 
United States as a malevolent super- 
power. During the last war in the Near 
East, the French and the British 
especially, and the Germans to a lesser 
extent, put obstacles in the way of 
helping the United States offset what 
looked like a big Soviet grab for power 
in the Eastern Mediterranean. They 
also chose to divorce themselves from 
the United States on energy, the better 
to appeal to the Arab oil-producers. 


On the American side, there is a 


sharp division of aims of a highly per- 
sonal nature. Secretary of the Treasury 
George Shultz, who wants to maintain 
currency exchange rates which are so 
favorable to American exports, has 
been currying favor with the leading 
European finance ministers. Secretary 
of Defense James Schlesinger has been 
encouraging the Europeans to get on 
with the job of organizing a more con- 
ventional force. 


Now Atlantic Charter 


And Secretary of State Henry Kis- 


singer has a personal stake in wringing 
from the Europeans the declaration of 
Atlantic principles which he called for 
in Ms April speech proposing a New 
Atlantic Charter. He has also commit- 
ted his full prestige to a settlement in

The only salvation for the independent 


operator, he said, is a bill in Congress 
that would require mandatory alloca- 
tion of gasoline supplies. "We don't 
want the President to have any more 
control,!' he added. 


Johnson also indicated he felt the 


current fuel situation was created by 
the oil companies, but, "while there will 
be enough for our lifetime, we also have 
to think about our children." 


There are new means of energy 


available, he said, but the oil companies 
are spending less than 1 per cent of 
their net profits on research and 
development. At the same time oil 
company profits doubled the last 
quarter. "If that's not profiteering, I 
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tkxi of service to this area of Wiscon- 
sin, if done with proper foresight and 
commitment, could serve aa a model to 
the nation," said Froehiich, hi a letter 
to Roger Lewis, president of the Na- 
tional Railroad Passenger Service

resources committees that he could 
make the changes and other necessary 
and optional improvements for $60,000.

said last month that $35,183 from a

should 
be 
earmarked 
for 


improvements at Riverview. He made 
the proposal after Circuit Court Judge 
Gordon Myse ruled that the fund was 
illegal. 


The county board, at its November 


session, instructed its finance com- 
mittee to meet with Riverview trustees

The meeting hasn't 
been held.

Smith reviewed the situation. "The 


law requires that counties reapportion 
their supervisory districts every 10 
years, following the official census," 
he said. "Waupaca County had its first 
reapportionment in 1964. In 1970, as the 
county attempted another reapportion- 
ment, it was made known that double 
supervisory districts were permissible 
— but not recommended - and the 
supervisors approved a plan which 
included nine districts with two 
supervisors each. 


"According to the most recent in- 


terpretation of the law, it is not legal 
now to have two supervisors in one 
district," he explained. "At present, 
the popultakm factor has changed and 
there are districts which have more 


than 6 per cent of the 1,219 median for 
each district; and some districts which 
have less than 6 per cent of the median 
figure. 


"We learned that there was threat of 


a suit for this illegal apportionment," 
Smith continued. "I so advised the 
county board and the executive com- 
mittee decided it was time to act 
before supervisors filed for the spring 
election. If the apportionment was 
challenged, a judge could decide to 
order reapportionment and the super- 
visors could serve for only one year. 
This would be costly. 


"All of the members of the county 


board were happy with the plan we 
adopted after the 1970 census," he 
concluded. "I don't like Plan A or Plan 
B any better than you do. But if we do 
not act at this time, we may find that 
we have an illegal election." 


The executive committee asked a 


group of professional people to develop 
plans and tRat group came up with 
Plan A and Plan B. 


Some of those at the hearing, in 


questioning the need and the urgency, 
asked for a more careful study. A few 
predicted legal action if either of the 
plans are adopted. 


Herbert Meydam, chairman of the 


Town of Fremont, complained that 
both proposed plans split the Town,and 
the Village of Fremont.

In May of 1953. only part 
of the construction could be completed 
because there were not enough funds 
available. A sum of money, amounting 
to $267,445, was left from the original 
amount bonded for. Of this amount, 
$225,000 was invested, according to an 
auditor's report. 


From 1953 until 1957, additional 


property was attached to the school 
district and the system became a com- 
mon school district, acting as its own 
fiscal agent. Since that time, roughly 
half of the equalized value of the school 
district has been city and half has been 
rural. 


In 1957, the rest of the planned project 


of 1952 was completed, amounting to 
$218,309. The balance of the principal 
remaining from the bond issue, plus 
additional district funds, were used to 
complete the project. 


Since April of 1958, the school district 


has remitted directly to the City of 
Chilton the total amount of the principal 
payment plus interest payment on the 
retirement of the bond. This money was 
raised by tax levies against all the 
municipalities in the common school 
district. The total amount of such 
payments from 1958 until the re- 
tirement date of the bond in April of 
1972 was $300,000 on the principal and 
$51,750 interest. Mrs. Mary Knauf, a 
member of the school board. She want- 
ed to know if there would be any money 
left after the attorneys received their 
fees.

"We could get along without a 


refrigerator, but I wouldn't want to do 
that," said Mrs. Dachtler, 28. 


When it's time to do the dishes, Mrs. 


Dachtler walks 50 feet to a well, fills a 
bucket of water, carries it to the house, 
heats it on the wood-burning stove and 
then starts washing —by the yellowish 
glow of the kerosene lamp. The pump is 
attached to a windmill, which pumps the 
water when there's wind. 


A foot-powered sewing machine is 


used to mend clothing. The toilet is a 
wooden outhouse-tool shed begmd the 
house. Bath time means filling an out- 
side tub with water heated on a wood- 
burning stove 


The Dachtlers moved to the country 


six years ago after finishing college 
because they wanted to live as rustic a 
life as possible. Their first rural home 
had electricity. 


"It wasn't so much seeing the energy 


crisis coming as far as electricity was 
concerned," said Dachtler, 29, a 
University of California graduate. "It 
was just that we decided to do without it 
in terms of building a house We didn't 
want to be dependent on it." 


The Dachtlers and their 2-year-old son, 


Nathaniel, aren't the only ones in the this 
Sierra foothills area north of 
Sacramento who are living by choice 
without electricity. About 30 other 
families have adopted the same life 
style. Most are refugees from city life. 


The Dachtlers' home, with 677 square 


feet of space, has a big kitchen and small 
living room. An upstairs loft serves as a 
bedroom. Shelves are loaded with 
home-canned vegetables from the gar- 
den 


The Dachtlers say they have cut down 


on their fuel use in the last month. "We 
burn fewer lamps at night now. We just 
keep one lamp on for reading and one by 
the sink," Mrs. Dachtler said. 


Her husband teaches mathematics 


and reading for three hours a day to first, 
second and third-graders in the 100- 
student rural school district. He earns 
extra cash by tutoring, and walks the six 
miles to school and back five days a 
week. 


"We live below the poverty level, but 


we live like kings, I feel, in many ways," 
said Mrs Dachtler, a member of the 
school board 


But it's not always satisfying. "You 


know, one thing most people don't 
realize is that it's a lot of hard work," 
Mrs. Dachtler said. "Sometimes it's 
cold and wet." 


Although the Dachtlers use only a tiny 


bit of energy, they're worried about a 
shortage of gasoline for the minibus they 
use for occasional trips to town The 
nearest gas station is 20 miles away.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)-Governors 


of Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota 
agreed Monday to earmark at least $1 
million to promote bus and train travel 
to transport tourists to northern areas of 
the states hit hard by the fuel shortage. 


The move by the Upper Great Lakes 


Regional Commission, which includes 
the three governors, came after a 
weekend survey of northern Wisconsin 
business found patronage down about 50 
per cent from the corresponding week 
last year. The survey had been requested 
by Wisconsin Gov. Patrick J. Lucey to 


gauge impact of the gasoline shortage on 
tourism. 


Lucey said the trend "cannot be 


allowed to continue if our state's $2.2 
billion tourist industry is to remain 
viable and thousands of Wisconsin cit- 
izens employed in the months ahead." 


The commission ordered its staff to 


draft plans to promote bus and train 
transportation to northern areas, of the 
three states this winter. 


The commission passed a resolution 


saying "the tourism and recreation in- 
dustry is essential to the economy of the 
region." 


"The current and future energy shor- 


tage will have severe effects on this 
industry, particularly as it affects the 
transportation of tourists to and within 
the region," the resolution said. 


It urged an "immediate and long 


range program of regional cooperation 
on energy policy." 


Lucey ordered his commission alter- 


nate, Henry C. Jordahl. to draft trans- 
portation proposals for Wisconsin. Jor- 
dahl, urban planning professor at 
University of Wisconsin-Madison, will 
coordinate with representatives of 
Minnesota, Michigan and the federal 


government* 


In a related matter, Lucey accused a 


buyer for the state of Virginia of having 
"pirated" 1.3 million gallons of fuel oil 
from Wisconsin. He said the buyer had 
purchased the fuel, which was piped 
from Canada and did not fall under 
federal allocation guidelines, in La 
Crosse. 


Lucey made his remarks to the Mid- 


west Governors Caucus, which passed a 
resolution denouncing such practices. 
Lucey said the buyer was attempting to 
purchase whatever surplus fuel he could 
find.

MADISON —A small army of retired 


state and local government employes 
will await with anxiety the decision of 
the voters next spring on the issue of 
post-retirement increases in their pen- 
sions that the legislature has submit- 
ted to a referendum in the elections of 
next April. 


Up to 35,000 retired municipal, 


general state service and school 
employes are potential beneficiaries of 
advances in their pension allowances, 
if the people ratify the constitutional 
change that is required, and if the 
legislature subsequently appropriates 
general tax funds to pay the costs. 


The legislature listened with sym- 


pathetic interest to the pleas of annul-' 
tants of state and local governments 
now retired who worry about the 
erosion of their pension benefits under 
the force of economic inflation. 


But the legislature was cautious also, 


as it wrote into the proposed amend- 
ment a rule that any additional pension 
allowances could be provided only by a 
three fourths majority vote in each 
legislative house. 


The state lawmakers were also res- 


ponsive to the worries of local govern- 
ments that such additional costs might 
be passed on to them, and stipulated in 
the wording of the proposed amend- 
ment that any adjustments of pensions 
that may be authorized will be the 
responsibility of the state treasury.

MADISON, Wis. (AP)-An $8,000 fine 


against Trailer Service, Inc., Mil- 
waukee, for operating a truck 114,400 
pounds overweight near Racine three 
years ago was upheld Monday by the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court. 


In a unanimous opinion, Chief Justice 


E. Harold Hallows said the public has a 
"great and important interest in dis- 
couraging highway deterioration by 
overweight trucks. He satf pTrge fines 
help do that. 


The truck, carrying a large crane, 


weighed in at 187,400 pounds. It had an 
overweight permit for up to 114,500 
pounds; the normal maximum is 73,000 
pounds. 


The company contested the method a 


state vehicle inspector used to weigh the 
truck, the way the overweight violation 
was computed and the size of the fine 
levied by County Court Judge Earl D. 
Morton. 


Hallows said weighing first the right 


and then the left side of the trailer, 
rather than its axle pairs, would not have 
changed the outcome and that the 
violation was properly computed from 
the 73,000 pound maximum because 
overweight permits are voided when 
their provisions are exceeded.
